Rev . W. W. Sniff, pa stor of the 
Ma in Street Christia n church, in the 
third of a series of specia l sermons 
touching upon 
public righteousness 
la st night, held tha t Sunda y excur­ 
sions a re demora lizing, ina smuch a s 
they ca use jieople to forget the“ sa cred­ 
ness of the Sa bba th a nd put their in­ 
fluence on til® side of la wlessness a nd 
irrev erence. 
Rev . 
Sniff’s 
subject 
wa s 
“ The 
America n Sunda y.” 
He opened his 
sermon by pointing 
out ¡tha t 
the 
America n Sunda y is not the J ewish 
Sa bba th, but a distinct Christia n in ­ 
stitution. 
Rev . Sniff tra ced the Sa b­ 
ba th through 
history, bs^k to the 
Apostlos a nd the usa ge of the ea rly 
church. 
He discussed the Purita nic 
idea a nd observ a nce of Punda y a nd 
a mong other tilings sa id ‘‘Now the 
pendulum lia s swung to the ofchçr side 
a nd we a re witnessing the extreme in 
loostness, with rega rd to the obser­ 
v a nce of Sunda y. 
Assa u’ts .a re ( on 
tinunlly being ma de on the Sa blnth 
da y by the v icious a nd the la wless, 
who find Sunda y a good time in which 
to driv e their unworthy enterprises, 
such a s ca rousing’a nd ga mbling, a nd 
by a la rge cla ss of people of foreign 
birth a nd tra ining, who fa v or no Sun­ 
da y restrictions wha tev er.” 
Rev . SniflTfcook occa sion to commend 
the new Republica n city a dministra ­ 
tion for its enforcement of the la w in 
Rnshv ille. sta ting tha t conditions a re 
nia ch better now tha n in the pa st a nd 
expressing the hope tha t they w ill 
continue. 
Rev . Sniff ga v e a number of points 
in which he thinks Sunda y could a nd 
should be properly observ ed. 
First, he 
sa id tha t Sunda y should be da y of 
public worship. 
Secondly, 
he 
sa id 
Sunda y should be a “ home da y.” a 
da y of fa mily reunions a nd domestic 
compa nionship, a nd third, he sa id, 
the da y should be ouo for the cultiv a ­ 
tion of helpful friendships a nd neigh­ 
borly a ssocia tions, unless they inter­ 
fere with the public worship a nd the 
higher observ a nces. 
The minister closed by sa v ing tha t 
it is the duty of the indiv idua l Chris­ 
tia n to put his entire influence on the 
side of proper Sunda y observ a nce a nd 
to see tha t it is held in the sa me high 
rega rd tha t it ha s been by the best 
people from the beginning of our na ­ 
tiona l life.

A loca l dea ler in ice crea m a nd ice 
crea m soda wa s a sked toda y for a n 
estima te of the number of ga llons of j 
ice crea m consumed in Rnshv ille da ilv . . 
He simply la ughed a t the request a nd j 
sa id it wa s next to impossible to figure 
it out. 
The dea ler in question nev tr 
sells less tha n fifteen ga llons of crea m 
a da y a nd some da ys he sells sev era l j 
times tha t a mount. 
Other dea lers in j 
the city do a lmost a s well. 
There a re two pla ces in the city de­ 
v oted entirely to the ta stes of people 
who wa nt a cooling soft drink or a 
dish of ice crea m. In a ddition to these 
pla ces nea rly ev ery drug store a nd 
ba kery m the city sells ice crea m a nd 
soda . 
On hot da ys like these the 
a v era ge person ha s no notion of how 
ma ny dishes of crea m or how ma ny 
soda s a re consumed. 


The Chinese a la rmed by the ma nner 
in which the India n a nd 'Ceylon tea s 
ha v e driv en theirs out of the ma rket, j 
ha v e inv estiga ted the ma tter a nd come | 
to the conclusion tha t a ll tha t is need­ 
ed to bring theirs to the foreground 
a ga in is systema tic a dv ertising. 


In J a pa n a n unskilled la borer gets 
15 cents a da y, a nd the highest skilled 
la bor comma nds only 50 cents for a 
t welv e hour da v .

Pa oli, Ind., J uly 16.—J udge Bus- 
kirk, this morning, rendered a decision 
in the French Lick a nd West Ba den 
hote1 quo*wa rra nto ca ses a nd susta ined 
the defenda nts’ demurrer on the third 
ground set forth tha t the injunction 
or compla int does not sta te fa cts suffi­ 
cient to constitute a ca use of a ction 
This is a v ictory tor the hotels. 
The demurrer wa s ov erruled on the 
first a nd second ca uses which set forth 
the pla intiffs ha d no lega l right to sue 
a nd tha t there wa s a defect in the pa rt 
of the'pla intiff in tha t Willa rd Koyles, 
prosecuting a ttorney 
for the forty- 
second judicia l district of India na is 
not a proper rela tor, but Cha rles W. 
Miller, a ttorney genera l for India na , 
is the proper rela tor. 
The defenda nt 
wa s giv en a n exception on ea ch of 
the ca uses, while the Sta te is giv en 
a n exception on the third ca use, con­ 
cerning which the decision sa id: “ I 
hold tha t the defense does not sta te 
fa cts sufficient to constitute a ca use 
of a ction a ga inst the defenda nt com 
pa ny, a nd I susta in defenda nts’ demur­ 
rer a s to the third ca use a ssigned.” 
Attorney-Genera l Miller serv ed no­ 
tice of a ppea l to the Supreme court. 
J udge 
Buskirk’s 
decision 
ends 
procedure a t lea st in the lower courts. 
Should the Supreme court rev erse his 
decision [the Sta te’s informa tion will 
be sent ba ck to his court for tria L 
Should the Supreme court a ffirm the 
decision the ca se will be thrown out of 
court for good without ev er ha ring 
come up for tria l.

Wa shington. J uly 16.—In v iew of the 
determina tion of the sta te depa rtment 
to renew its dema nds upon the Ven­ 
ezuela n gov ernment for the settlement 
of America n cla ims a ga inst Venezula , 
it is a ma tter of interest to note the 
precise sta tus of those troublesome 
issues when negotia tions were sus­ 
pended in Ma rch, 1906. 
For the first 
time the red book discloses in terms 
the ultima tum la id down by the la te 
secreta ry of sta te, J ohn Ha y, in a n 
instruction to Mr. Bowen, da ted Ma rch 
10 of tha t yea r: 
“ The a ttitude of the Venezuela n gov 
eminent towa rd the gov ernment of 
the United Sta tes a mi towa rd the in­ 
terests of its citizens who ha v e suf 
fered so gra v e a nd frequent wrongs 
a rbitra rily committed by the gov ern­ 
ment of Venezuela require tha t justice 
should now be fully done, once for 
a ll. 
If the gov ernment of Venezuela 
fina lly declines to consent to a n im­ 
pa rtia l a rbitra tion, insuring the rendi­ 
tion of complete J ustice to these In­ 
jured pa rties, the gov ernment of the 
United Sta tes ma y be regretfully com­ 
pelled to ta ke such mea sures a s it ma y 
find necessa ry to effect complete re­ 
dress without resort to a rbitra tion. 
The gov ernment of the United Sta tes 
sta nds committed to the principle of 
impa rtia l a rbitra tion, which ca n do 
injustice to nobody, a nd if its mod­ 
era te request is peremptorily refused 
it will be a t liberty to consider, if it is 
compelled to resort to more v igorous 
mea sures, 
whether those 
mea sures 
sha ll include complete indemnifica tion, 
not only for the citizens a ggriev ed, 
but for a ny expenses of the gov ern­ 
ment of the United Sta tes which ma y 
a ttend their execution." 
The Venezuela n a nswer rendered 
Ma rch 23 a mounted to a rejection of 
the ultima tum, for it denied tha t Ven­ 
ezuela ha d a ny questions pending with 
the United Sta tes, a nd propounded the 
following interroga tion: 
“ Before giv ing further considera tion 
to Mr. Ha y’s note the Venezuela gov ­ 
ernment sta tes tha t it must know 
whether the United Sta tes respects 
the methods a nd nobility of the Ven 
a zuela n? * 
Mr. Bowen a dds tha t the a nswer is 
unyielding a nd requires no further ul­ 
tima tum. 
Perha ps the expla na tion for the 
ra ther defia nt a ttitude which the Ven­ 
ezuela n gov ernment occupies to this 
da y, so fa r a s the officia l correspond­ 
ence shows, is to be found In a pa ra 
phra se of a telegra m from Minister 
Bowen to the secreta ry of sta te, re 
porting tha t Senor J esus Pa ul, Preel 
J ent Ca stro’s priv a te representa tiv e, 
who wa s then in Wa shington, a ctiv ely 
cultiv a ting public sentiment in this 
country a dv erse to the a spha lt cla ims, 
ha d ca bled directly to President Cn 
tro tha t the United Sta tes gov ernment 
would not a nswer Mr. Bowen, or if 
they did, would giv e him concilia tory 
instructions.

The fa rmers report the ha y 
crop light this yea r, a v era ging from 
one ha lf to one a nd a ha lf tons per 
a cre. 
Hobev er, the ha y is of a n ex­ 
ceedingly good qua lity a nd tolea ra bly 
free from weeds of a ll kinds. 
The a crea ge is sa id to be sma ller 
this yea r tha n for ma ny yea rs. 
Ma ny 
fa rmers w ill be compelled to put up 
a n immense a mount of corn fodder to 
ca rry their stock, especia lly ca ttle, 
through the winter sea son. 
The la te­ 
ness of the corn crop is v ery fa v ora ble 
to this pla n a s it w ill not ma ture until 
la te in the sea son a nd the stocks will 
be sma ller, ma king a better gra de of 
feed. 
The fa ct ha s been ma de*known 
tha t there a re more empty ba rns now 
tha n a t a ny prev ious time in v ea rv . 
" 
Men who sold off their ha y la st fa ll 
a nd ea rly this 
spring 
a re kicking 
themslv es for 32d degree chumps, as 
they w ill in a few months be {la v ing 
twice a s much for ha >’ a s they receiv ­ 
ed a nd will proba bly find it a difficult 
ma tter to get enough a t a ny price.

It sta nds in the fa rmers 
ha nd to not let their whea t be threshea 
da mp, for the smut ba lls will be ma sh­ 
ed a nd stick to the whea t, but if it is 
a llowed to dry, it w ill blow out when 
threshed a nd thus sa v e a hea v y cut in 
the price when ta ken to ma rket.

The whea t is turning out in 
fa irly good sha pe, testing from fifty - 
eight to sixy-two pounds to the bushel 
a nd the stra w is fine. 
Some of the fa rmers used a la rge 
qua ntity of fertilizer a nd from these 
fields comes the hea v iest crops of the 
sea son 
Where exp rimmts were tried 
it ha s been found tha t whea t sowed in 
fertilized 
ground 
wa s a bout twice 
the yit Ids of tha t sowed 
in fields 
which'were not fertilized. 
The loca l ma rket, a lthough offering 
i top prices, is’not doing a v ery rushing 
business. 
This is proba bly due to the 
fa ct 
tha t 
the fa rmers a re not a ll 
through threshing yet, a nd then some 
of the fa rmers a re holding their whea t 
for better prices.

A fortnight ago there was a 
disposition on the part of the belliger­ 
ents to arbitrate. 
The question then 
was whether Guatemala had injured 
Salvador by harboring insurgents on 
her territory or whether Salvador by 
doing the same thing had injured Gua­ 
temala. 
But the recent battle, with 
the death of General Regalado, the for­ 
mer president of Salvador and the 
leader 
of 
the 
Salvadorean 
troops, 
changed the situation. 
It is pointed 
out that as no territorial or boundary 
question is in dispute, the matter of 
indemnity for invasion of territory 
would be a main question by the peace 
conference. 
So far no advices have 
reached this government regarding the 
battle which took place Saturday night 
and in which, as stated in Salvador 
advices, the Salvadorean army defeat­ 
ed the Guatemalan forces at Platanar.
